Hunters Point Wins Poverty 
War, Shelley Yields 


Because of a ee pressure 
for majority neighborhood repre- 
sentation on the city anti-pov 
council, Mayor John F. Shelley 
syesterday said-he would leave the 
decision up to the full Economic 
Opportunities Council. 

His statement came after strong 
pressure from the four target 
areas, including the Hunters 
Point, 

Over 40 speakers appeared be- 
fore a public hearing of the 
Economic Opportunity Council held 
in City Hall on Tuesday night to 
urge adoption of By-Laws which 
would give representatives of the 
poor a majority voice on the 
Council. 

Speaker after speaker asked, 
urged and demanded that the poor 
have ‘‘maximum feasible parti- 
cipation’’ -- majority representa- 
tion 

Wilfred Ussery, national vice 
president of CORE, indicated that 
civil rights organizations could 
not speak for the poor and that 
the Congress of Racial Equality, | 
did not wish to sit on the Council 
if it deprived a representative of 
one of the target areas of a seat. 

The Council made no recom- 
mendations and took no action 
Tuesday night but will’ vote next 
week. 

**T consider this a mandate and 
hope that the Mayor will see it 
that way,’’ Dr. Arthur Coleman, 
chairman of the Council, said 
after the hearing in City Hall. 

The Council will meet next 


Wednesday, September 8, at 7:30 
p.m. in the Board of Supervisors 
chambers, City Hall, the scene 
of Tuesday’s meeting. 

Last ‘Tuesday at Ridgepoint 
Church the Hunters Point-Bay- 
view Area Planning Board held a 
public hearing before KNBC-TV 
cameras. 

Although all the board meetings 
are open to the public, the hearing 
was, a special: effort to get the 
citizens of the area to express 
their feelings, their doubts and 
to ask questions of the board 
regarding San Francisco’s pov- 
erty program. 

Typical of the feelings des¢rib- 
ing the board and the progress it 
has made was a statement by the 
highly-respected Harold Brooks 
Jr., Executive Director of Bay- 
view Center, ‘*I had doubts inthe 
beginning regarding the composi- 
tion of the board and its abilities 
to do the job designed for it, but 


| after coming to a couple of the 


meetings and seeing board mem- 
bers honestly and sincerely doing 
their best to reflect the feelings 
and needs of the community, I 
can now say that I have nothing 
but the utmost confidence in this 
board.

**I believe that the problem with 
San Francisco General. Hospital 
is not that people do not use its 
services until they are ready to 
die, but that, when they go there,

This is the first issue of a new newspaper to serve the people 
of the Hunters Point and Bayview districts. 

The people of our neighborhood have been without a voice for too 
jong atime. Too many’times others have spoken for our district... 
politicians, downtown interests, and those who exploit rather than 
serve. Now it is the time for the people of the Hunters Point- 
Bayview speak for themselves. The Hunters Point-Bayview Spokes- 
man intends to be that voice. 

This newspaper will be different from other newspapers in that 
it will not belong to a vested interest out to make money from a 
neighborhood. The Spokesman will belong to the people of the neigh- 
borhood, The people shall make the policy and the people shall 
receive the earnings. 

The Spokesman began with an idea of several neighborhood leaders 
to have their own means of expressing the pulse of people of the 
area. They saw the need for a vehicle to arouse, inspire and unite 
the neighborhood to meet the pressing problems. Too many times 
they have been let down by the existing means of communications. 
when it came to reporting neighborhood news. What was needed was 
a community newspaper owned by the community. 

Needing technical assistance to start the fledgling newspaper, 
the group approached Richard D. Boyle, editor of the Haight-Ashbury 
Independent, who volunteered his time and services to see the news- 
paper started. Together with George Napper, neighborhood coor- 
dinator of the anti-poverty program, who was instrumental in con- 
ceiving the concept of the newspaper, they began The Spokesman. 

Local people will be the staff of the paper, and after a few issues, 
Boyle and Napper will turn over the management of the spokesman 
to younger hands, hopefully journalist students living in the area. 
The profits of the paper, after paying staff, will be transferred 
to a journalism scholarship fund for deserving students in the 
neighborhood. 

Since the people own the Spokesman, it will not be afraid to report 
the truth, regardless of pressures from powerful groups or interests. 

Our promise to our readers is to be relentless in the pursuit of 
justice and unwavering in the pursuit of truth. 


Alice Griffith Projects 


The Alice Griffith projects located right across from Candlestick 
Park is one of the newest Housing Authority projects in the city. 
It is also one of the best examples of how short-sighted and unsym- 
pathetic the city can be in making accommodations for its less 
fortunate citizens. 

It is inconceivable that the Housing Authority has asked and been 
given approval by the Board of Supervisors to build 56 more units 
in a project that already is obviously and unfortunately devoid of 
any recreational and other wholesome programs to serve its more 


~ than 3250 families and the hundreds of youngsters who live there. 


It would appear more logical, more basic and more important to 
the lives of the residents of this project if the land would not be 
used to “pack people on top of people’’.. .but rather be used to build 
a community center or recreation center with programs that would 
allow some healthy outlet for the youngsters who have to play in 
the street, mothers who have nowhere to go, fathers who would like 
to play a game of basketball or ping pong. 

We all have watched with alarm the recent situation in Watts. 
We also are aware of some of the causes that gave rise to this out- 
burst of emotion. The city, by approving to build more units in 
Alice Griffith without giving priority to a recreation center, is 
planting seeds of more discontent,, more unhappiness, more frus- 
tration and other conditions that someday will be ripe for an out- 
burst similar to Watts. 

If the city would give as much forthought to preventing Situations 
like Watts in San Francisco as the state has given hindthought to 
the festering conditions that precipitated the Watts event, it would 
give a second thought to its horrible decision to create a ‘‘sardine 
can’’ without giving the people of Alice Griffith some social and 
recreational outlet. 


Public Housing 


By 1970, the law says, the Hunters Point Public Housing projects 
must come down. é 

What will replace them is the center of a major controversy. 

The major problem is how are the people of Hunters Point to 
continue to afford the rent of the new housing, once the existing 
Public Housing is brought down. 

Public Housing is not the answer. The people of Hunters Point 
want no more Public Housing, with its stigma of poverty. 

A possible answer could be private housing under a non-profit 
sponsor. This program is called 221-D3, where the Federal Govern- 
ment insures this type of housing with a lower interest rate of three 
percent. This lower rate, about four percentage points less than the 
market interest rate, would mean an approximate 20 percent re- 
duction in rents. 

The Housing Act of 1965 has provisions for rental subsidies; 
one of the great breakthroughs in housing legislation. 

Since the city owns the land in Hunters Point, it could donate the 
land to a non-profit sponsor. The state legislature should pass 
legislation to provide for tax abatements on low and moderate 
income housing, as has been done in New York, New Jersey and 
Hawaii. 

With a combination of these factors, housing could be provided 
that the people in Hunters Point could afford. 

This concept of private, non-profit sponsored housing could ring 
the death knell to Public Housing. Public Housing tears down a 
persons pride in themselves. 

The program.of housing this newspaper outlined would end the 
costly system of Public Housing and restore therenters dignity.
